The term "temporal" is not defined by the claims, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. If applicant intends a particular profile, it 
should be clearly recited. 

In claim 2, line 2, "a" after "fabricating", and before "fixed layer by the method", should 
be replaced with —the—. 

In claim 2, line 2, "a" after "the fixed layer having", should be replaced with -another-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 2-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the objection(s) set forth in this 
Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 1, 15, and 16, would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection(s) set forth in this Office action.
